Giffords, husband 
face an emotionless 
Loughner in court 

Tucson, Ariz. 

Former Congresswoman Gabrielle 
Giffords, partially blind, her right 
arm paralyzed and limp, came face- 
to-face Thursday with the man who 
tried to kill her last year, standing 
beside her husband as he spoke of 
her struggles to recover from being 
shot in the head. 

“Her life has been forever 
changed. Plans she had for our 
family and her career have been 
immeasurably altered,” said astro- 
naut Mark Kelly, both he and his 
wife staring at the shooter inside 
a packed courtroom. 

Giffords didn’t speak but kissed 
her husband when he was done. He 
grabbed her hand and they walked 
away together, her limping. 

Jared Lee Loughner, 24, was 
then ordered to serve seven con- 
secutive life sentences, plus 140 
years in federal prison for the Jan- 
uary 2011 shooting rampage that 
killed six people and wounded 13 


others, including Giffords, outside 
a grocery store in Tucson, Ariz. 

Loughner pleaded guilty under 
an agreement that guarantees he 
will spend the rest of his life in pris- 
on without the possibility of parole. 
He avoids a federal death sentence.

they would not seek state charges. 

One by one, survivors of the 
attack at a Giffords political event 
approached the courtroom podium 
to address Loughner, each turning 
toward him where he sat emotion-

After the Arizona 
shooting, Jared

Christina Pietz, the court-appointed 
psychologist who treated Loughner, 
had warned that Loughner remained 
severely mentally ill.

He 
eventually realized she was alive af-

Obama Eyes Priority List 


Looming fiscal cliff 
trumps the search 
for second-term staff 

Washington 

Big changes are coming to Presi- 
dent Barack Obama’s administra- 
tion — just not right away. 

The White House is making the 
nation’s high-stakes fiscal crisis its 
top priority coming out of the elec- 
tion, underscoring the vital impor- 
tance of averting severe year-end tax 
increases and spending cuts, not 
just for the economy but in setting 
the tone for Obama’s second term. 

“The first thing is to try to find 
a way out of the box we’re in with 
regards to the fiscal cliff,” said Tom 
Daschle, the former Senate major- 
ity leader who is close to Obama. 

Obama will comment on the 
economy and the fiscal crisis at the 
White House on Friday. 


Fla. Still Contested 

President Barack Obama is 

claiming victory in Florida, although 
all of the votes haven’t been count- 
ed and the state hasn’t certified the 
election. Obama’s campaign issued 
a statement late Thursday after- 
noon saying they had won the state. 
The Associated Press has not called 
the race, saying it is still too close. 
Obama led Romney 49.9 percent to 
49.3 percent. The Romney campaign 
and the Republican National Com- 
mittee say they are waiting for the 
state to finish its count, (ap) 


On top of that, Obama is weigh- 
ing replacements for high-pro- 
file officials expected to leave his 
Cabinet and the White House 
soon. Treasury Secretary Timo- 
thy Geithner and Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton both want 
to step down but have indicated a 


willingness to push their depar- 
tures into next year, or at least until 
successors are confirmed. Defense 
Secretary Leon Panetta also wants 
to retire next year. 

Obama privately delved into 
both issues Thursday, his first full 
day back in Washington following 
his re-election on Tuesday. 

White House chief of staff Jack 
Lew is seen as a leading candidate 
to replace Geithner. Lew served as 
budget director under both Obama 
and former President Bill Clinton 
and is well-respected in Washington. 

At State, the leading candidates 
to take over for Clinton are Sen. John 
Kerry, D-Mass., and Susan Rice, 
the U.S. ambassador to the United 
Nations, though Rice has faced crit- 
icism this fall for providing initial 
accounts about the deaths of Amer- 
icans in Benghazi, Libya. 

Kerry, an early Obama backer, 
has long coveted the State Depart- 
ment job.

Hu: Corruption Imperils China 



As his time runs out, 
Communist leader 
warns of risk to party 

Beijing 

China’s ruling Communist Party 
opened its Congress on Thursday 
with a stark warning from its out- 
going leader, President Hu Jintao, 
that the 9Tyear-old party could 
collapse if it fails to rein in ram- 
pant corruption that has produced 
myriad scandals in recent months 
and caused widespread public dis- 
affection. 

Hu, who will step down as 
party secretary general next week, 
appeared to dash hopes that this 
meeting would make a nod to real 
political reform and jettison seem- 
ingly outdated references to Chi- 
na’s first Communist leader, Mao 
Zedong. Instead, Hu spoke of the 
need to improve only “socialist 
democracy,” and he extolled the 


virtues of “Mao Zedong Thought.” 

Hu used strong language when 
he turned to the need to fight cor- 
ruption, which many have said is 
the main reason for a growing pop- 
ular discontent. 

“If we fail to handle this issue 
well, it could prove fatal to the party 
and even cause the collapse of the 


party and the fall of the state,” Hu 
said. “We should strengthen edu- 
cation about combating corruption 
and promoting clean government.” 

Hu made no specific mention 
of the recent scandals that have 
roiled the country. Last year, the 
country’s powerful railways min- 
ister was sacked after report-

The Church of Scientology has 
found one place where its pres- 
ence doesn’t set off alarms, pro- 
tests and demonstrations — in 
one of the world’s most religious- 
ly fraught countries, Israel. 

In August, Scientology opened 
a gleaming new headquarters in 
Jaffa, part of Tel Aviv. Since then, 
visitors and the curious have 
streamed through with no incident. 

This in a country where Jews and 
Muslims clash over holy sites and 
competing Jewish streams dispar- 
age one another openly and often. 

Scientology has confronted 
charges in many countries that it

is a cult that brainwashes its fol- 
lowers and confiscates their assets. 
Its leaders deny that. 

“Like any new religion, people 


have misconceptions and much 
doubt, but we simply use logic to 
think life out for ourselves and 
are taught to question and debate 
everything,” said Sefi Fischler, the 
church’s spokesman in Tel Aviv. 

Germany, France and Russia 
are among the governments that 
keep a close eye on Scientology, and 
court cases have been filed against 
the church in some places. 

In contrast, there hasn’t been 
much public opposition in Israel. 

While a 1987 Israeli parliamen- 
tary commission declared it a cult, 
the practice of Scientology in Isra- 
el is legal. The new headquarters 
has some 200 staff and claims to

Cycle Election 

On Tuesday, people were faced with questions 
about the priorities of government, the divisiveness 
in our society and what it all means for the future. 
That's because I stationed myself along the nearly 
completed L Street cycle track to poll folks about 
where they stand — and bike and drive. 


My preliminary survey didn’t draw 
particularly favorable results for 
the new bike lane, which replaces 
parking along one side of the street 
as it heads east across downtown. 
One of the white bollards that sep- 
arate car traffic had already been 
snapped off, and I watched sever- 
al drivers cruise down the path, 
as though it was designed to give 
them a private lane. 


A delivery guy who pulled his 
truck into the cycle track was 
unapologetic about disregarding 
the street signs. 

“I need to drop this off here,” 
he told me, pointing to a mountain 
of paper towels and ignoring that 
the building has a loading dock 
around the corner. (At least the 
crash would have been cushioned 
if a cyclist didn’t swerve in time.) 


But when I talked to people on 
the street, it was clear the devel- 
opment has grassroots support. 

“It’s fantastic,” decreed 30-year- 
old Ben Brewster, who will use it for 
his commute from U Street. Antho- 
ny Jean-Pierre, a 
43-year-old resident 
of Upper Marlboro, 
Md., plans to stick 
with Metro. But even 
he’s a fan: “It’ll make 
the street safer.” 

The arrival of 
the cycle track has 
Susan Gasper, 37, 
considering biking into work 
from Mount Rainier, Md., which 
had never been appealing before 
because of the lack of lanes down- 
town. Her one concern? The turn- 
ing situation. To make a left at 
certain intersections, cars need 
to merge with the bike lane. That 
will take some time to get used to. 
Gasper predicts. 

It may take even longer for one 
woman I spoke with who’s lived in 
Washington for all of her 72 years. 

“My goodness, things are chang- 
ing,” said the woman, who did not 
want to give her name. “But based 
on the progression of congestion, it’s 
probably necessary. You can barely 
get around now. I’ve seen how this 
city’s grown. Soon, all you’ll be able 
to use is cabs, bikes and Metro.” 

James Laws, a 52-year-old res- 
ident of Brightwood, hopes that 
vision isn’t accurate. He thinks it’s 
possible for every mode of trans- 
portation to coexist.

Building Height Study Planned 


Issa, Norton ask D.C. 
to help evaluate case 
for vertical growth 

Washington 

Two key members of Congress have 
requested an official study of the 
limits on building heights in the 
District, another small step toward 
a possible change in the law. 

House Government Reform 
and Oversight Committee Chair- 
man Darrell Issa, R- Calif., wrote 
to Mayor Vincent Gray and the 
National Capital Planning Com- 


mission last month to ask the city 
and the NCPC to conduct a study 
of the Height of Buildings Act of 
1910, which dictates that the height 
of buildings on commercial streets 
in the District cannot exceed the 
width of the street by more than 
20 feet and cannot exceed 130 
feet overall. 

Buildings can be higher in just 
one area: on Pennsylvania Avenue 
between 1st and 15th streets NW. 

On residential streets, build- 
ing heights generally can’t sur- 
pass street widths by more than 10 
feet, up to a maximum of 90 feet. 

Both Issa and Del. Eleanor 



The Height of Buildings Act of 1910 
limits structures to 130 feet overall. 

Holmes Norton, D-D.C., first said 
in July that they wanted the study 
done. The NCPC wrote back last 
week, agreeing to the request. 
The study is expected to begin in 


December and conclude by Sep- 
tember. 

“As time has elapsed and oppor- 
tunities for economic growth in our 
nation’s capital continue to present 
themselves, this study will help 
Congress and local leaders evalu- 
ate the case for expanding existing 
boundaries for vertical growth,” 
Issa said Thursday. 

Norton said the “study is just 
the beginning of what will be a 
complete public process examining 
the economic and aesthetic conse- 
quences of changing a law that has 
stood for more than 100 years.” ben

Currently, smoking is banned 
in restaurants, near playgrounds 
and in common areas of multi-unit 
residential buildings in the county.

Proposal Would Limit Food Trucks 


Washington 

The language in question from the 
District’s proposed vending regu- 
lations sounds innocuous enough: 
Food trucks may not vend from a 
parking spot adjacent to an “unob- 
structed sidewalk” that’s “less 
than 10 feet wide in the Central 
Business District.” 

But since the proposed regu- 
lations were published in Octo- 
ber, members of the D.C. Food 
Truck Association have been try- 
ing to determine what those words 
could mean for their business- 
es, and what they’ve learned has 
unnerved them: Eight of the 10 
most popular food-truck destina- 
tions downtown do not technical- 
ly comply with the proposed rules 
as written, according to research 
done by the association. 

Only the Metro Center and L 
Street NW locations fit the current

criteria, notes Che Ruddell-Tabisola, 
executive director of the associa- 
tion and co-owner of the BBQ Bus.

Ruddell-Tabisola says. 

The city is taking public com- 
ments on the regulations.

A Gloomy Forecast 


Worst-case global 
warming scenarios 
seem most accurate, 
new researeh finds 

Science 

Climate scientists agree the Earth will 
be hotter by the end of the century, but 
their simulations don’t agree on how 
much. Now a new study suggests the 
gloomier predictions may be closer to 
the mark. 

“Warming is likely to be on the 
high side of the projections,” said 
John Fasullo of the National Center 
for Atmospheric Research in Boulder, 
Colo., a co-author of the report, which 
was based on satellite measurements 
of the atmosphere. 

That means the world could be 
in for a devastating increase of some 
8 degrees Fahrenheit by 2100, resulting 
in drastically higher seas, disappearing 
coastlines and more severe droughts, 
floods and other destructive weather. 

One big source of uncertainty in 
global warming forecasts involves the 
impact of cloud cover, especially clouds 
that form in the tropical and subtropi- 


cal regions between about 30 degrees 
north and south of the equator. 

“Small changes in clouds near the 
equator have a big effect on where you 
end up” for temperature predictions, 
Fasullo said. 

That’s because as sunlight pours 
onto the tropics, clouds bounce some 
of that heat back into space. Fewer 
clouds open up the atmosphere “like 
an iris,” Fasullo said, allowing more 
heat to beam onto the Earth’s surface. 

No supercomputer is powerful 
enough to predict cloud cover decades 
into the future, so Fasullo and colleague 
Kevin Trenberth struck on another 
method to test which of the many cli- 
mate simulations most accurately pre- 
dicted clouds: They looked at relative 
humidity. When humidity rises, clouds 
form; drier air produces fewer clouds. 
That makes humidity a good proxy for 
cloud cover. 

Looking back at 10 years of atmo- 
spheric humidity data from NASA sat- 
ellites, the pair examined two dozen of 
the world’s most sophisticated climate 
simulations. They found the simula- 
tions that most closely matched actual 
humidity measurements were also the 
ones that predicted the most extreme 
global warming.

“The models at the higher end of 
temperature predictions uniform- 
ly did a better job,” Fasullo said. The 
simulations that fared worse — the 
ones predicting smaller temperature 
rises — “should be outright discount- 
ed,” he added. 

Scientists not involved in the 
research said the new report, fund- 
ed by NASA and scheduled for publi- 
cation Friday in the journal Science, 
could improve the predictions made 
by the Intergovernmental Panel on Cli- 
mate Change in its next comprehen- 
sive report, due in 2013. The IPCC is 
a world body organized by the United 
Nations to guide policymakers as they 
struggle to curb and adapt to climate 
change, brian vastag (the Washington post) 


On the Agenda? 

Those calling for stronger action on cli- 
mate change were thrilled that President 
Barack Obama made a reference to the 
“destructive power of a warming planet" 
in his victory speech Wednesday morn- 
ing — a clear allusion to the devastation 
caused by Superstorm Sandy. Now comes 
the hard part: doing something about it. 

Many countries are still frustrated by 
what’s seen as a lack of ambition from 
the United States in global efforts to curb 
greenhouse emissions. 

The Bush administration pulled out of a 
U.N. pact to curb emissions from industri- 
alized countries, saying it was unfair be- 
cause it didn’t include major developing 
economies such as China. The U.S. hasn’t 
really shifted that stance under Obama. 

That issue is likely to remain a stum- 
bling block during Obama’s second term. 
Sweeping climate action, including inter- 
national commitments, needs approval 
from Congress, where many Republicans 
don’t accept the mainstream science on 
global warming. (AP) 


A Super Modeler 



Climate scientists gained a powerful new tool for their research last 
month when the Department of Energy’s Oak Ridge National Labo- 
ratory unveiled Titan, its new flagship computer. Titan is 10 times 
more powerful than its predecessor. Jaguar, with a theoretical 
peak performance of 20 petaflops, or 20,000 trillion calculations 
per second. Oak Ridge experts say Titan can handle extremely 
complex climate models, simulating one to five years’ worth of at- 
mospheric conditions per day of computing time, up from the three 
months or so that Jaguar could crunch in a day. (express)

For a coach uncertain whether this 
season’s inexperienced Georgetown 
roster will sink or swim under the 
pressure of an aggressive sched- 
ule, opening the campaign against 
No. 10 Florida aboard an assault 
carrier is rather metaphoric.

After season-altering 
injuries, the schedule 
only gets tougher 

Terps Football 

The band will dive into a tune 
called “Tiger Rag” on Saturday. 
More than 100 players clad in pur- 
ple and orange will storm down a 
hill and onto the field. Some 80,000 
fans inside a stadium known as 
“Death Valley” will shower cheers 
upon a Clemson team that retains 
an outside shot at playing for the 
conference title Dec. 1. 

The Maryland Terrapins will be 
standing on the opposite sideline 
and seeming rather unimposing. 

In recent weeks, the Terps have 
seen the fledgling promise of their 
season disappear with the tear- 


ing of ACLs and the clanging of 
a game-winning field goal off the 
goal post. Three-straight defeats 
— two lost in the final minute — 
seem to have sealed their fate, just 
as the season’s most difficult three- 


game stretch commences. 

It begins with Saturday’s 
game at No. 10 Clemson (8-1, 5-1 
ACC), continues at home against 
No. 8 Florida State and concludes 
at North Carolina. Maryland (4-5, 


2-3) still could reach bowl eligibil- 
ity with two more victories. But 
with the team down to its fifth 
quarterback and a converted line- 
backer, and missing several other 
key players — most recently senior 
linebacker Demetrius Hartsfield 
(ACL) — a better goal might be 
just to finish the season with the 
rest of the roster intact. 



“Probably didn’t expect this 
much adversity to strike,” coach 
Randy Edsall said.

“We were 17-15 last year and 
still have a lot of young kids who 
are going to play,” Turgeon said.

The Nationals 

In the winter and early spring 
before the 2011 season, Zack Gre- 
inke managed to both formally 
reject and theoretically embrace 
the idea of playing for the Nation- 
als. In December 2010, the Nation- 
als agreed to a trade with the Kan- 
sas City Royals that would send 
them the former Cy Young win- 
ner, only for Greinke to turn down 
a $100 million contract extension 
and unravel the deal. 


“Maybe it works out better that 
the deal [with Washington] didn’t 
go through,” Greinke told The 
Washington Post back then. “In 
two years I might be a free agent, 
and then they get to keep the play- 
ers [who would have been] in the 
trade. And some of those guys could 
end up being key players for them.” 

Which brings us to today. Grein- 
ke is a free agent, the best available 
starting pitcher after he punched 
up a 3.48 ERA over 212 1/3 innings 
for the Brewers and Angels. The 
Nationals need a starting pitch- 
er, trying to improve on a 98-win 
season built on a young core that 
figures to keep them in contention 
for the foreseeable future. Greinke 


is again a commodity, but now the 
Nationals are a destination. 

The match almost seems too 
good to be true, and maybe it is. 
Greinke, 29, could demand in the 


neighborhood of $120 million over 
six years. Greinke may require 
a steeper commitment than the 
Nationals are willing to provide. 

The Nationals need to fill only 


their fifth starter spot, but they will 
not limit the scope of their search. 
Last year, GM Mike Rizzo open- 
ly coveted a durable veteran, but 
this winter his approach will be 
different. 

“I’m much more open-minded 
with it this year,” Rizzo said. “It 
doesn’t necessarily have to be a vet- 
eran, it doesn’t have to necessari- 
ly need to be a fifth-starter type of 
guy. We just want to get the most 
quality type of pitcher that we can.” 

The Nationals will face stiff 
competition if they enter the Gre- 
inke sweepstakes, and the price will 
be enormous. Are the Nationals and 
Zack Greinke a fit two years later?

A Rental 
Reality 

Early detection and the 
right treatments can help 
give these pests the boot 


Infestations 

Bedbugs simply never crossed her mind. 

“I thought it was poison ivy, but it per- 
sisted,” says the Rockville, Md., woman, 
who found red welts on her skin. She 
declined to give her name because of the 
nature of her problem. A month later, her 
boyfriend casually mentioned he’d had 
bedbugs, and she put two and two togeth- 
er. But by then, the pests had made them- 
selves quite at home in her house. 

“I wore clothes and a coat to bed,” 
she says, “but they traveled to my face 
to bite me.” 

Welcome to Washington’s icky domestic 
reality. In the past couple of years, bedbugs 
have been making inroads in the region, 
following a national trend that shows no 
sign of abating. A 2012 Terminix report 
rated Washington the sixth-most bedbug-

infested city in the country — up 
from No. 7 in 2011 — and reports 
of the critters in public places and 
in homes are increasingly common. 
Last month, for example, a cluster 
of University of Maryland dorms 
reported an infestation. 

As any military strategist will 
confirm, removing an established 
invader is a lot harder than prevent- 
ing one in the first place. Killing 
the insects is a long process, often 
requiring months of repeated vis- 
its from an exterminator. 

The insects — which don’t carry 
disease but do cause itchy bites — 
had largely been eradicated in this 
country after World War II. So why 
are they back now?

Apartment buildings are using online 
tools to connect with residents. In 
next week’s Ready to Rent, we’ll look 
at why buildings are going digital. 


“There’s more international 
travel, so we’ve been re-infesting 
with bedbugs from other parts of 
the world,” says Thomas Henry, a 
USDA research entomologist. 

Bedbugs like to travel. If you stay 
in a hotel with a serious infesta- 
tion or have neighbors with a prob- 
lem, chances are a few of the bugs 
might find their way to your bed- 
room. And like little pioneers, they 
will gradually colonize that space. 

It’s important to catch the 
bugs early. If you’re moving into 
a rental unit that’s been fresh- 
ly painted and cleaned, there’s 
little chance you’ll know they’re 



Eradication Options 
And Their Price Tags 


» Do-it-yourself options are limited. Try diatomaceous earth 
(available at hardware stores for around $15 for a 10-pound 
bag), which cuts the insects’ shells and dries them out; it will 
require repeated applications around the bed. Another option is Steri-Fab 
spray (buy it online for $35 per gallon); it’s nontoxic but only works upon direct 
contact with the bugs. 



» A number of companies offer dog inspections to sniff out 
the bugs. This is one of the best ways to determine if you 
really have bedbugs, it costs around $250 per inspection. 


» All-natural methods may include a mix of processes. For 
instance, pest-control company A Healthy Home promises 
several applications of diatomaceous earth together with 
fogged cedar oil, which suffocates the critters. The cost is $375 for the first 
room and $275 for each additional room. 



» The price of chemical treatments varies depending on 
company and the home’s size but can start around $500. 
Most chemical options include natural or synthetic 
pyrethrins, which exist in nature and affect the insects’ nervous systems. 



» Heat treatment requires extensive preparation by residents 
and takes about eight hours, but it generally doesn’t require 
follow-up visits, it starts at $1,500 and can go up to $3,500. a.a. 


there. Ask around: Former resi- 
dents and neighbors might give 
you some history. Online resourc- 
es such as Bedbugregistry.com — 
which lists buildings that have had 
recent infestations — could help. 

If you think you’ve got bedbugs, 
undertake a serious inspection of 
your bed and the area surround- 
ing it. Check the sheets and mat- 
tress for blood marks, black fecal 
matter or the bugs themselves, 
which as adults are about the size 
of an apple seed. Lift your mattress, 
look under box springs and bring a 
flashlight to check crevices. These 
guys are good at hiding. “I’ve read 
that they can fit into a crack as flat 
as a credit card,” Henry says. 

If you only find a few bugs, the 
problem can probably be managed 
without professional help — “but 
there’s a lot of work involved,” says 
Gerard Brown, the D.C. Depart- 
ment of Health’s program man- 
ager for rodent and vector control. 

Kill every bug you can find, 
then wash all of your clothes and 
bedding in hot water. Invest in a 
tight cover for your mattress and 
box spring, available at big-box 
stores that sell household goods. 

If your searches regularly turn 
up five bugs or more, it’s time for 
outside help. 

“We’re booked every day,” says 
Michelle Pine, co-owner of Capital 
K9 Pest Solutions (1001 N. Fillmore 
St., No. 144, Arlington; 703-399-

2414; Capitalk9pest.com). Capi- 
tal K9 offers a range of options, 
from the increasingly popular dog 
inspections to sniff out the bugs, to 
chemical treatments or an intense 
heating process that warms the 
entire house to more than 120 
degrees. Other firms use nontoxic 
products — although David Hersh, 
president of pest- control company 
A Healthy Home (240-351-6604; 
Ahealthyhomeinc.com), says that 
when it comes to bedbugs, “even 
people committed to the green life- 
style will go with the thermonu- 
clear option.” 

The more effective a treatment 
is the more it usually costs. Filling 
a house with hot air does the best 
job of killing the vermin — and 
costs thousands of dollars. 

If the bugs were there when 
you moved in, or if other units in 
your building are infested, your 
landlord may be legally required 
to pay for treatment. Some land- 
lords just decide it’s better business 
to pay for eradication than acquire 
a bad reputation. 

That’s how it worked for a man 
whose Northwest D.C. group house 
developed a problem last month. 

“Our landlord had someone 
come and check, and they con- 
firmed it,” he says. After the sub- 
sequent heat treatment, the bugs 
seem to be gone. “The landlord paid 
for everything, and it was definite- 
ly more than $3,000.” 

That renter, who also chose to 
remain anonymous, is remarkably 
philosophical about the bugs. “I’m 
not so freaked out,” he says. “I just 
sort of assume this is the price you 
pay for living in an urban area.”

SPANX FOUNDER, COMFORT LOVER 


No, undergarments don’t have 
the power to smooth over politi- 
cal differences or rein in the fed- 
eral deficit. But thanks to Spanx — 
the mega hosiery company founded 
by Sara Blakely in 2000 — women 
(and some men) can lose belly bulg- 
es and rein in jiggly rear ends. The 
brand, which now sells a range of 
products including its namesake 
tush-toner (think control-top bike 
shorts made of pantyhose material), 
bras and active wear, just opened its 
first retail store — at Tysons Corner 
Center (1961 Chain Bridge Road, 
McLean, Va.; 703-848-8029). We 
caught up with Blakely just before 
Spanx opened its doors. 

What’s the store like? 

There’s a lot of whimsy, and it’s 
really interactive. Shapewear 
sounds easy to shop for, but a lot 


of women need guidance about 
what to wear under each garment. 
We try to walk them through it at 
the store. 

You famously founded Spanx by 
cutting off a pair of pantyhose 
and wearing them under white 
pants. Were you surprised they 
took off? 

Spanx filled a void between the 
thong and the heavy-duty shaper. 
There was a nation of women who 
wanted something to make clothes 
hang differently. My mantra was, 
“We put a man on the moon, we 
can make shapewear comfortable.” 

So how are Spanx better than 
those “Man Men"-era girdles? 

It’s all in the fit. It makes an enor- 
mous difference. Before Spanx, the 
industry hadn’t been sizing waist- 


bands. They’d just put the same- 
size tiny, rubber cord in the waist, 
which could be really tight. But I 
said, “We’ve got Lycra now!” So we 
made them all about compression 
and target areas. 

Should shapewear be pretty? 

I don’t think it has to be. It’s the 
canvas you put your outfit over.

Is there one area that women 
worry about smoothing the 
most? 

It depends on the woman. I invent- 
ed Spanx because I have cellulite on 
my thighs. And after I had my son, 
my concern became my tummy. So 
it changes from woman to woman 
and from time to time. 

Now Spanx also makes bras, 
tights and even tops that suck in 
your arms. How do you come up 
with this stuff? 

It’s all happened organically. We 
test products on real women and 
ask them what they need. Our bras 
came about because women com- 
plained about back fat. 

Spanx also sells toning 
garments for men. What sort 
of guy wears them? 

It’s funny — our male customer is 
a guy who is in great shape who 
dresses well. But we were surprised 
to find that a lot of our custom- 
ers were athletes who were wear- 
ing Spanx for lower-back support. 

What haven’t you designed that 
people seem to want? 

We get requests for full-body Spanx 
all the time!

“SkyfaLL" is, in part, about the aging 
process — both of Bond the man and 
Bond the franchise (as fun as the old 
films are, many of them don't hold up 
to modern sensibilities about women, 
minorities and gadgetry). Director 
Sam Mendes has taken the old rules, 
spun them around a few times and 
ended up with a film that builds upon 
the 50-year-oLd Bond rule book — 
there are still two women. Bond still 
drinks martinis (and, sigh, Heineken, 
thanks to an ad deal), there are still 
a few JUST SHOOT HIM moments 
— while making it clear that this is a 
Bond ready for modern times.

Film Review 

One of the marks of a good direc- 
tor is the taste and judgment with 
which he deploys the most cherished 
tropes of the franchise he’s in charge 
of extending. With “Skyfall,” Sam 
Mendes proves to be just that adept, 
reinvigorating the James Bond series 
with a sleek, crisp, classy install- 
ment exhibiting just the right pro- 
portion of respect for legacy and 
embrace of novelty. From the first 
smoky notes of a theme song sung 
by Adele, it’s clear that “Skyfall” will 
be both classic and of-the-moment. 

To succeed, of course, a James 
Bond movie must traffic in equal 
parts sophistication and pure pre- 
posterousness, a winking willing- 
ness not to take itself so very seri- 


ously, but with writing, acting and 
production values of the highest 
order. All those elements are on 
hand in “Skyfall,” which at the 
outset finds Bond (Daniel Craig) 
in Istanbul, pursuing a bad guy 
through bazaars and over rooftops 
in a ludicrous motorcycle chase, end- 
ing with him making a wittily blase 
entrance into a moving train car. 

That episode will somehow go all 
pear-shaped, though, sending Bond 
into something of an existential spi- 
ral, bringing him alongside Jason 
Bourne as someone who is fight- 
ing not just shadowy forces of mass 
destruction but also his own inner 
demons. Eventually, Bond’s strug- 
gle will reach his relationship with

Craig, who made such a prom- 
ising Bond debut in 2006’s “Casino 
Royale,” ably embodies a man feel- 
ing his age but still capable of look- 
ing awesome in a perfectiy fitted tux. 

The not-so-sub-subtext of 
“Skyfall” is the ongoing dialogue 
between past and future, wheth- 
er it’s youth vs. age, computers vs. 
analog or point-and-click terrorism 
vs. old-school geopolitics. 

The performances hark back to 
the classic Bonds of yore, when the 
villain greeted 007 with an under- 
stated “Hello, James,” and everyone 
delivered their dialogue with a per- 
petually arched eyebrow. Particular- 
ly good here are Craig and Dench, but 
also Ralph Fiennes, Javier Bardem (as 
the bad guy) and Ben Whishaw as Q, 
who, when he gives Bond a standard- 
issue gun and radio, delivers one of 
several self-referential jokes. “You 
were expecting an exploding pen?” 
he quips. “We don’t really go in for 
that anymore.” 

Like everything else in “Sky- 
fall,” the new version of Q is both 
refreshing and comforting, an inef- 
fable mix that makes this piece of 
well- executed popcorn fluff sat- 
isfying on every level. As both an 
advance and a throwback, “Sky- 
fall” shows why good bones and 
artisanal values tend to endure.

A peculiar, powerful alchemy takes 
hold in “Lincoln,” Steven Spielberg’s 
masterful portrait of the l6th U.S. 
president. Through that strange 
mix of realism, artifice, intimacy 
and scope that cinema possesses, 
viewers find themselves transported 
to 19 th-century Washington, where 
Abraham Lincoln — portrayed in 
a surpassingly sympathetic perfor- 
mance by Daniel Day-Lewis — has 
just been re-elected to a second term. 

But instead of a grand tableau 
that merely lays out the great man 
and his great deeds, Spielberg brings 
the leader and viewers down to 
ground level. 

Working from a dense, live-

Kushner, Spielberg infuses “Lin- 
coln” with energy, acumen, sur- 
prising humor and the unabashed 
affection for his subject that most 
Americans will wholly understand 
and probably share. 

Coming on the heels of this 
week’s election, he also has given us 
a bracing dose of well-timed politi- 
cal escapism: For a couple of hours, 
at least, R’s and D’s alike can get the 


shrewd, fearless, morally self-aware 
president they’ve been craving. 

That Lincoln emerges with 
such endearing freshness and 
vigor has a lot to do with Day- 
Lewis’ performance, in which his 
character’s lanky world-weariness 
comes through with each expres- 
sive glance. Much has been made 
of the high, reedy rasp with which 
he delivers Lincoln’s endless sup- 


ply of anecdotes, quotations, jokes 
and extemporanea. 

But Day-Lewis’ voice soon 
becomes folded in with the myriad 
ways he so completely inhabits Lin- 
coln as the man in full: a wartime 
president haunted by hundreds of 
thousands of casualties, desperate 
to bring an end to the carnage; the 
grieving father of a son who died 
two years earlier; the confound- 


ed husband of a woman prone to 
erratic mood swings. 

Mostly, though, Day-Lewis 
introduces audiences to Lincoln the 
politician — the canny, even ruth- 
less operator. As “Lincoln” opens.

he is deciding whether to introduce 
the 13 th Amendment to the Con- 
stitution — permanently abolish- 
ing slavery — in January 1865 or to 
wait until a far friendlier Republi- 
can-majority House is installed. It’s 
the fascinating world of horse-trad- 
ing, truth-shaving, “shady work” 
and back channels that “Lincoln” 
brings to life most exhilarating- 
ly, as the president bargains and 
sometimes bare-knuckles his way 
to getting what he wants. 

Audiences know the ultimate 
outcome of “Lincoln,” but the 
movie still exerts a riveting grip 
on attention and imagination. It’s 
also spiked with so many uncan- 
ny present-day echoes — partisan 
gridlock, casual corruption and the 
unspoken (and unspeakable) pros- 
pect of a black man occupying the 
White House — that even viewers 
who don’t consider themselves his- 
tory buffs will find it provocative 
and utterly relevant. 

Lincoln the man and “Lin- 
coln” the movie serve to remind 
us that democracy and the lead- 
ership it demands aren’t always 
pretty. But they can be beautiful.
